* ¢ is one that is not altogether inappropriate 
to our present House,. We do not by any 
means way that the thinking facuttios of the 
members are below mediocrity ; because we 
know the contrary; but we do maintain 
that they are rarely or never exercised in 
Parliamentary affairs. 

When a member brings in a bill, he bas 
probably bestowed much time and labor 
upon the measure, but he has. generally 
looked at it from but one point of view. .At 
the outset, therefore, the thing is ez parte, 
and in nine cases out of ten fall of the crudi- 
ties and imprecticabilities of men who are at 
the best but tyros in the science of legisla- 
tion.. The dill goes before the House and its 
principle is accepted by the second reading 
before the members generally have given avy 
thought to the ‘matter. It is trae that the 
Assembly, like older legislative bodies, has its 
bills printed, and the. documenta placed ia 
the hande of the members for several days | ra 
before the second reading takes place ; there 
is no fault to be found with the formalities— 
bat let the time bes week or « month it is 
all the eame~-the majority haye uot studied 
the bill nor have they probably obtained 
the opinion of « single one of their conetitu- 
ents upon it. It is thus that we seo measure 
after measure coming up for discussion like 
an extemporised play, full of hitches and 
ineongtuities. ‘The members have not learn 
ed their parts—they have had no rehearsals 
—but come to the House and talk haphazard. 
The speeches become tedious and pointless, 
and if the bill. is not obliged to be recom- 
mitted through its inaccuracies or conflicting 
clauses, it is certain to undergo at the hands 
of the Upper House « course of treatment 
that, if possible, and through 4 similar neg- 
lect of legislative daties, makes, it worse 

All this is necessarily highly injurious. 
Legislation, like the wounded snake, “ draws 
its slow Jength along,” and ite faultiness in- 
creases witb the time that: is squandered 
over it. Give us slow legislation cry some, 
who do notsee that the demand is worse 
than superfluous. No country in the world 
spends.so much time in making half a 
dozen of laws, and no country has laws #0 
inefficiently made. [t is not time the mem- 
bers. want ; for if they got till Doomeday the 
result would be the same. Let the schsolboy 
never look at his book, and time will bea 
useless cry. What is réquired and what the 
country must have, it it is going to progress, 
ie a Honse of Assembiy that will study ite 
law-making at home—-that will really make 
legislation a business. Ao afternoon’s 
pastime can never be satisfactory to 
sincere men who have the interests of the 
country at heart—and it is not in the Seaate 
Chember that the politician must learn 
statesmanship any more than it is in the law 
court the berrister must learn his law. 
When we suggest to the members the desira~ 
bility of turning their present recess to a 
profitable aceount we hope they will take 
the hint. There sre at present before the 
House a number of biils, the most practical 

aad the most necessary that have yet been 
introduced ; some of them are even urgent, — 
quite a novel feature io our legislation. Let 
the members con them well ever, so that 
when they meet on the 3d of January it 
may be with a thorough knowledge of what 
they are to do as well as what they ought to. 
do. Interminadle postponements, drasty 
debates, and peintiess speeches, have been 
too mach @ characteristic of the legislative 
‘business of the country.
